which broke down on the cross- 
Atlantic voyage will be repaired for 
the trip under the ice to the North 
Pole, 

In a previous dispatch I told how 
the breakdowns left us helpless in 
the Atlantic, 1,000 miles from the 
Irish coast; how the U.S, battle- 
ships Arkansas and Wyoming plowed | 
through heavy seas to our rescue, | 
and how a three hour battle to get 
a tow line aboard from the Wy- | 
oming came to naught when the line 
parted after we had thought our- 
selves successful, 

It was late on the night of June 14 
and we were again helpless in the| 
trough of a heavy sea. The crew was 
exhausted by its long struggle on the 
slippery narrow deck of the Mautilus 
By morning we had regained our 
strength, even though we got littie 
rest within the tossing iron shell of 
our strange craft. 


AT LAST SECURED 

Morning also found the sea calmer 
A boat put out from the Wyoming to 
bring a shackle which we made fast 
to our towing pennant. Again the 
crew of the battleship shot a line| 
across our bow. Then the huge boat 
backed away, bringing us close astern, 
and a hawser with a buoy attached 
was dropped overboard. Soon we had 
the buoy aboard and the line was 
made fast. At last we were secured 
to the Wyoming. 

The Arkansas, waiting In the offing, 
sent us its best wishes and steamed off

THE BYLAW VOTE 

The defeat of the school bylaws is to 
be attributed mainly to the circumstances 
under which they were submitted. The 
times are not favorable for getting the as- 
sent of taxpayers to an increase in the 
civic debt. The business depression, the 
recently distributed tax bills, and the 
court decision regarding assessment, were 
factors in creating a state of mind among 
the taxpayers that made the passage of 
the bylaws impossible. While the vote 
was small, that probably helped the by- 
laws more than it injured their chances. 


PARIS VS, BERLIN 


France is still suffering from shell 
shock. Nothing else would seem _ to 


explain the hesitance of the French Gov- 
ernment about agreeing to an all-round 
postponement of war debts and repara- 
tions for a year. France cannot get clear 
of the notion that it will be safe only while 
Germany is helpless. 

The enthusiasm with which the pro- 
posal was received at Berlin means that 
Germany sees in this an opportunity to 
make some headway toward re-establish- 
ing itself as a great commercial power. 
That apparently is a development to which 
France looks with apprehension, Precisely 
in proportion as the suspension of repara- 
tions payments would help Germany it 
would imperil France, according to the 
view that appears to prevail there. 

Should action at Paris prevent the 
plan being carried out, that will not in- 
crease the popularity of France among its 
former allies or enemies. It might easily 
produce resentment among these of more 
consequence to France than anything the 
postponement could do to rehabilitate 
Germany. That possibility, it is to be 
hoped, will be duly considered by the 
French Government. j 


PASSING IT ALONG 

United States railways have usked the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to al- 
low them to raise rates fifteen per cent, 
and say they need the money. The Com- 
mission is said to view the application with 
sympathy, and the plea as a statement of 
fact. 

The motor truck and the motor bus are 
the twin authors of the trouble in the ac- 
counting departments of the railways, 
While the depression has cut down the 
amount of carrying to be done, the truck 
and the bus have run away with the short 
haul business and left the railways to sub- 
sist on the long distance traffic, which 
commonly carries proportionately lower 
rates, 

Our neighbors are thus brought face 
to face with the fact that the “war” be- 
tween the railways and the highway car 
riers is not in the nature of a private fight, 
but is a contest in which the public are 
very much interested parties. The Cana- 
dian public will do well to note the fact 
and watch developments in the republic. 

It is to be noted that the railways there 
are taking the line of least resistance, of 
no resistance at all as far as the trucks 
and busses are concerned. An increase in 
rates would not bring the short haul traf- 
fic back to them. Precisely the contrary. 
And seemingly the railways are content 
to leave the short haul business to the 
trucks and busses provided they can 
“soak” the public on long distance traffic 
enough to make up their losses in revenue. 

One of these days the Railway Com- 
mission will be asked to sanction propo- 
sals of the Canadian railways to offset 
the results of the same kind of competi- 
tion. Whatever these proposals may be, it 
is to be hoped they will be different. 


NO SUBSTITUTE 

Whatever comes of Senator Robert- 
son's proposal that the Dominion, the 
the provinces and the municipalities unite 
In supplying meals to transient unem- 
ployed men, the fact. must not be obscured 
that direct relief is no substitute for work. 

As a temporary measure men must be 
given meals until work can be found for 
them, But the sooner the work is found 
and the free meal system dropped, the 
better for all concerned. Unemployment 
can never be abolished by handing out 
meal tickets. 

Nor can the public continue to main- 
tain a large body of men in idleness indef- 
initely. It is cheaper, of course, to pro-

vide meals than to provide wages, for 
the time. But there is no return for the 
meal tickets, and it is better business to 
pay the wages and get useful work done. 

There is no scarcity in Canada of work 
at which men can be employed that will 
be of permanent worth. This is a young 
country, with rodds to be made, railways 
to be built, harbors to be equipped, public 
works of many kinds to be constructed. 
These public improvements will be made 
sooner or later. ' 

Normally most of the improvements 
would be delayed, and made some time in 
the future, probably at greater cost of 
construction, and when money must be 
borrowed at higher rates of interest. 
Money is cheap now, and wages lower 
than in busy seasons. The saving in in- 
terest would go a long way to offset the 
cost of doing at once public works which 
would ordinarily be left to later years. It 
would be reasonable even to fix the rates 
of pay on such works in recognition that 
they were undertaken ahead of time as 
relief works. 

The course for the Dominion, the prov- 
inces and the municipalities is to adopt a 
courageous policy, borrow money while it 
is cheap, and Set the idle men at work on 
undertakings which will have to be done in 
any event in the next decade. That is the 
one way in which the public authority can 
effectively help to create work and make 
unemployment scarce. Giving direct relief 
does not do that.

BERRIES HEALTHFUL 


I have just received a card from one 
of my readers who asks for an article 
On berries, I would like to have all 
of my readers know that I appreciate 
such timely suggestions as this and 
I always try to have an article soon 
on the desired subject. Of course, I 
cannot do this if an article has re- 
cently heen written on the same thing 
for it would not do to repeat it. But 
when such a suggestion comes in, if 
the article has not been run recently 
T am only too glad to write about the 
things readers wish to know. Since 
this is the berry season, it is « good 
time for an article on berries. 

There are mony kinds of berries. 1) 
do not know of a single cultivated 
berry which ts not healthful, some of | 
the most popular, as well as health- 
ful, being; strawberries, loganberries, 
blackberries, huckleberries, raspberries, 
dewhberries, blueberries, mulberries and | 
fooseberries. all of these are small! 
juicy, acid fruits which contain water, 
fruit sugar, fruit acid and mineral! 
elements, The fruit sugar in berries 
is often underestimated, but it has | 
considerable food value, For example, | 
bears are able to put on layers of fat 
during the berry season when they cat 
plenty of berries with their other | 
foods, | 
Berries, When properly used, tend to 
prevent disease by making the blood 
more alkaline They also contain) 
many blood building elements such as 
iron, sulphur and calcium. They have | 
more of these elements by comparison 
than most other foods, 

Whenever possible buy your berries | 
in woolen boxes which absorb the 
excess juice of ripe berries, The | 
berries on the bottom of the paraffine | 
coated paper boxes more easily mil-| 
dew. 

A good berry is the strawberry, 
which is one of the richest in iron 
and contains good amounts of {odine, 
sodium and cale‘um. Huckleberries | 
are rich in potassium. Blackberries 
are good sources of calcium. 

I would like you to write for my 
article on food minerals if you have 
not already received it.
